Nixon took a major political gamble in 
making his latest Vietnam troop pullout 
announcement— but even if it should 
displease many voters, he still has left 
himself 11 months of pre-election 
leeway. 


As if thrusting his chin forward, Nixon 


reminded a nationwide audience 
Wednesday night that he had pledged 
during the 1968 campaign "to end 
American involvement in this war.". 


Declaring that he is honoring his 


promise, the chief executive continued: 
"I expect to be held accountable by the 
American people if I fail to achieve it." 


Right there, if not elsewhere in the 20- 


minute address, Nixon threw down a

challenge to the many Democrats who 
want his job and to any others who may 
seek a speedier finale to America's role 
in Vietnam.

Nixon, in earlier speeches, said much 


the same thing— about being held to 
account— but this time his decision to

if only because the 1Q72 Selection is much 
closer, 


In announcing a slight increase in 


troop withdrawals, an average of 14,200 
a month over the current 12,500 figure, 
from now to Dec 1, Nixon obviously is 
convinced he has made a good bet. This 
is underscored by the timing of the 
event. 


Whereas the President had indicated 


he would make the withdrawal an- 
nouncement about April 15, he stepped it 
up about a week. And why? 
Well, Congress recessed Wednesday for 
a long Easter break. That suggests 
Nixon believes members of the Senate 
and House will hear a lot of approving 
statements about his speech from the 
folks back home. Otherwise he could—

Decorating the Easter Egg 
For 
centuries, 
families 


throughout the world have 
dabbled in the ancient art of 
decorating Easter eggs. 


But today's designer of Easter 


eggs may have some new tricks 
up .his sleeve. Easter eggs taste 
and look best when hard cooked 
instead of hard boiled. Cooking 
below the boiling temperature 
means more tender egg whites, 
less dark coloring around the 
yolk and less cracking of shells 
during cooking. 


To hard cook eggs, cover a pan 


of water and bring it to a boil. 
Remove from heat, and carefully 
lower eggs into the boiling .water. 
Let stand for about 20 minutes in 
the hot water. Immerse cooked 
eggs immediately in cold water. 


To prevent dye from staining 


the egg'white, use eggs that have 
no cracks, and keep the dye 
water warmer than the egg. If a 
warm egg is left in cool water, the 
dye may seep .through the pores 
of the shell. 


When selecting eggs for 


coloring, check appearance and 
shell color. Brown shelled eggs 
color just as well as white shelled 
ones. Brown shells yield bright, 
vivid colors; white shells are best 
for pastels. 


Before dyeing, wipe shells 


thoroughly with a moist cloth, 
then allow to dry. Eggs that have 
limy shells will dye with tiny 
white spots. Eggs, dye best when 
hot, plus hot water dyes are 
fastest. Prepare dye according to 
the manufacturer's instructions. 
Immerse eggs until they become 
the shade desired. Let eggs dry, 
then use your imagination. 


Hard cooked dyed eggs may be 


eaten, but within a day or two 
after they are boiled. 


Irish Potatoes 
Who put the "Irish" on the 


potato? This potato got its name 
in the United States from two 
sources. One was from the early 
growing of potatoes by a group of 


Irish 
immigrants in New 


Hampshire around 1719, and later 
from the famous tragedy of the 
famine in Ireland' in the 1870's. 


The potato was brought to 


England and Ireland from South 
America by ship owners and 
returning colonists who were 
interested in the plants of the 
New World-but Ireland first 
realized the potato's economic 
and nutritional benefits. 


In the IGOO's, farmers in 


Ireland quickly recognized that 
potatoes could be planted and 
. would yield heavy production at a 
modest price per acre. The 
potato's usefulness slowjy spread 
throughout Europe, and early 
Irish immigrants to the New 
World carried 
potatoes—as 


security against an uncertain 
food supply. 


In later years, other travelers 


brought potatoes to America, but 
by that time American farmers 
were developing their own 
varieties which were hardy and 
flavorful. 


Potatoes still remain an Irish 


and an American vegetable 
favorite. They continue to be a 
priceless food gift to many 
Europeans who never miss 
having a potato with each dinner.

Delinquent Rills Set Play

Corsicana has collected $4,500 readers, it had become necessary 


in delinquent water bills, some to pull the bill collector off his job 
overdue up to four months, since to help out as a meter reader. 
a concerted effort was launched 
Tuesday to either collect or cut 
off service. 


Ronnie Slater, manager of 


accounts and collections for the 
water department, said Friday 
Corsicana 
had 
$7,100 
in 


delinquent water bills when the 
collection drive began Tuesday. 
From experience, the city has 
found,the most effective way to 
obtain collection of past due 
accounts is to notify delinquent 
water customers that if they 
don't pay up their water service 
will be shut off. 


Slater said the city sent out 


notices ot approximately 250 
water customers notifying them 
that Corsicana would begin 
"cutting off their water on March 
26 if they hadn't paid their bill." 
However, Slater said the city 
gave the delinquent customers a 
few days "grace" extra and 
didn't begin the crackdown until 
Tuesday when two teams were 
sent out, men recruited from 
other municipal departments, to 
begin turning off water wherever 


"While he (bill collector) was 
reading meters he got so far 
behind in collecting overdue 
accounts that he couldn't catch 
up by himself, so we began this 
concentrated effort to bring our 
collections up to date by 
recruiting extra manpower and 
crews to shut off water where 
payment had not been made after 
sending out notices." 


Slater said Corsicana sends a 


"courtesy notice" reminding a 
customer in arrears that unless 
payment is made "after we have 
sent out a second notice on an 
overdue bill we will have to cut 
off their water by a certain date." 
Generally, a water bill is two 
months in arrears before the 
courtesy notice is sent out, if a 
second courtesy notice is sent, 
and no response is received, 
crews are dispatched to shut off 
water or collect on the'spot.

Brockman said this is less than it would 
cost to hire an additional clerk in the 
office. 


Willard Davis, water and sewer plants 


superintendent, 
reported 
that con- 


siderable improvement had been made 
in the treatment process at the disposal 
plant which had significantly reduced 
the BOD (biological oxygen demand) 
and suspended solids parts per million in 
the discharged effluent and bringing the 
quality closer in line to state specified 
minimum standards. 


"We are running about 30 parts per 


million BOI today and no suspended 
solids today. The chemical we are using 
now are very helpful in improving our 
treatment process," Davis reported, 
adding that a new "de-watering" 
process just inaugurated is expected to 
save Corsicana $8,000 annually in 
chemical costs at the plant. 


Corsicana's revived street paving 


program is progressing with paving 
completed on two of the three authorized 
projects contracted to Tom Murphy, 
City Engineer Jack Matthews reported. 
He said he soon would have work up on 
about 10 more blocks of paving in one 
block units as petitioned by property 
owners.

narrowly won re-election to a seventh 
term Tuesday in one of the closest 
elections in all races in years as voters 
chose Charles "Jakie" Pugh their new 
tax assessor collector, and Banker Bob 
Scott and P. D. Fullwood their new city 
commissioners. Mrs. Jack (Sue) 
Youngblood, running unopposed on the 
ballot, was named Corsicana's first 
woman mayor. She had been its first 
woman commissioner, also. 


Slightly more than 35 per cent of the 


city's qualified voters trooped to the 
polls Tuesday in one of the heaviest 
turnouts, percentage-wise, in years. 
There were a total of 2,998 votes cast. 


Of this number,. Mrs. Youngblood 


polled 2,371 votes, the official canvass 
made Tuesday night by the City Com- 
mission showed. 


In canvassing returns, the Com- 


mission took no note of the write-in votes 
cast in any. of the races. 


Pevehouse edged his opponent, Glenn 


Stewart, assistant district attorney and 
his opponent once previously 12 years 
ago, by 59 votes. He tallied 1,482 votes to 
1,423 for Stewart. The incumbent carried 
five of the city's nine voting boxes. 


Pugh, a parts salesman for Stewart 


Motor Company, polled 1,206 votes to 
lead the field of three candidates vicing 
for the tax office vacated by Miss Kate 
Dunn. Running second with 1,150 votes 
was Mrs. B. J. Acock, a former deputy in 
the county tax office. Running far behind 
was James T. Davis who polled 515. 


Bob Scott, vice president of'State 


National Bank, led the five-man race for 
the two seats on the City Commission 
polling 1,422 votes. Fullwood, rancher 
and'loan company operator, pulled 
ahead with the final box to be tabulated 


to edge out incumbent Robert Scott n, 
Corsicana's first Negro City Com- 
missioner, who was bidding for a second 
term. Commissioner Ken Stone did not 
seek re-election to the Commission. 


Corsicana banker and new City 


Commissioner Bob Scott, in New York 
since yesterday on business for the State 
National Bank, was contacted today for 
a statement on the election. 


"I would like to thank everyone for 


their support, and now that the election 
is over I hope the citizens will unite their 
efforts to make Corsicana a place thav 
every citizen will be proud to call 
home," Scott said. 


"There is a lot of work to be done, so 


let's all concentrate our efforts to make 
Corsicana grow." 


Scott first, heard of his election last 


night when he called home to talk to his 
wife, Ann. 


-Fullwood garnered 1,324 votes to win 


out over Robert Scott II who polled 1,234 
votes. 


Ronald H. Jones received 890 votes 


and Ray Bass polled 512. 


By a margin of 30 votes, Corsicanans 


in a "straw vote" of public sentiment, 
indicated they approved the proposition 
that the city submit a future charter 
amendment proposition on determining 
whether Corsicana will elect city 
commissioners from each of the nine 
voting precincts. The official canvass 
showed 1,219 "for" to 1,189 "against" on 
the sample vote. 


When the City Commission placed this 


proposition on the ballot it specified that 
it was doing so to "sample" public 
opinion and would consider submitting 
the proposition formally in a charter 
amendment election at some future time 
if the so-called "straw vote" gave in- 
dication the electorate wanted to 
seriously vote on this issue. 


It will now be up to the new City 


Commission and Mayor Youngblood, 
once the new official family is organized 
at the April 20 meeting when those newly 
elected will be sworn, beginning their 
two-year terms, what the next step will 
be. 


Upon Mrs. Youngblood, assuming 


office as mayor, there will then exist a 
vacancy on the Commission for the final 
year of her two-year term necessitating 
the calling of a special election to fill out 
the balance of the year. Two years ago a 
similar situation occurred when the 
Commissioner W. P. Murchison won his 
narrow victory for mayor over Mrs. 
Youngblood, and the special election 
was held June 3 to fill out his unexpired 
term.
